Vice President Morton Thanked. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—[Special.]—There 
was considerable quiet discussion among the 
democrats of the senate this morning as to 
whether they should offer a resolution of 
thanks to Vice President Morton. 

In view of his outrageously partisan rulings 
on the force bill many democrats were opposed 
toit. Senator Ransom, of North Carolina, 
who is not only a big man intellectually but 
has a big heart, knew that Morton was forced 
to rule as he did by the Hoar gang and he in- 
troduced the usual resolution omitting the 
word “impartial.” At his personal request 
every democrat voted for it. As the force bill 
failed Senator Ransom was willing to forgive 
him. 

Unthanked Speakers in History. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—[Special.]—Tom 
Reed’s friends take satisfaction out of the fact 
that he is not the first speaker who has been 
refused a vote of thanks by the opposition 
party. Heis the thirteenth in the history of 
the house. Among the number were Henry 
Clay, of Kentucky, in the thirteenth congress; 
James K. Polk, of Tennessee, in the twenty- 
fifth; James L. Orr, of South Carolina, in the 
thirty-fifth, and others. 

The vote of thanks to Polk was only carried 
by a vote of 92 to 75, the grounds of oppofgition 
being alleged partiality and partisanship. 
Reed takes hope from the fact that Polk was 
afterwards elected president. 


THE COLUMBUS BILL SIGNED. 


Wanamaker Has His Turn and Boycotts 
Athens. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—[Special.}—Columbus 
willh vea federal court. Athens will not.

Mr. Harrison went to the capitol early this 
morning to be on hand to sign the bills as they 
passed. His cabinet was with him. When the 
two Georgia court bills were handed him he sent 
for Mr. Grimes and Mr. Carlton. 

Mr. Grimes reached his room first. He was ac- 
— by Judge Crisp and Mr. Blount. 

When they entered the president said: 
—- I am afraid I cannot sign these 

ills.” , 

“The d—l you say!’ ejaculated Mr. Grimes in 
amazeinent, then catching himself, “Excuse me, 
Mr. President, but for what reason?” 

“The attorney general does not like some of 
their provisions, and especially the provisions of 
the Athens bill,” replied the president. 

And Law Partner Miller nodded assent. 

**Now, look here,”’ said Mr. Grimes, smiling in 
his always good-natured way. ‘In just forty min- 
utes I retire to private life. You are a good fel- 
low, personally.” 

Then walking over and tapping Harrison on the 
shoulder with his left hand, he gathered up a pen 
with his right, dipped it in an inkstand and 
jocularly said: 

“Old fellow, if you love me, for God’s sake sign 
this bili.’’ 

Everybody laughed, and Harrison couldn’t resist 
it. He took the pen and signed the bill. 

Then. Mr. Carlton appeared and argued for 
Athens, 

Wanamaker wasthere. Thereisno love lost 
between him and Mr. Carlton. Matt Davis cre- 
ated the breach. 

Mr. Carlton explained his bill thoroughly to the 
president, but he positively and emphatically re- 
fused to sign it, stating that Athens could walt 
nine months until the next congress meets. 

Mr. Carlton was disappointed, but there was 
nothing for himto do. In speaking of it this 
evening he said: 

“My bill was almost an exact copy of the 
Augusta bill Harrison signed a year or more ago. 
There can be but one ground upon which to 
account for his singular and unexpected action. 
He and Wanamaker are simply venting their 
spleen on Athens for our fight against Matt 
Davis, the negro postmaster. The bill passed 
through the judiciary committee of the two 
houses, composed of the best lawyers in America. 
These men passed on it. The president is going 
into asmall business in vetoing a bill the people 
desire on a hypocritical objection. Of course 
Wanamaker was at the bottom of it.” 

Then with a smile Mr. Carlton said: ‘Athens 
threatened to — Wanamaker. Wanamaker 
has boycotted Athens.” W. B. 


THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 


The President Signs It with a Quill from the 
Wings of an Eagle. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The president signed 
the copyright bill shortly after his arrival at the 
capitol this morning. Friends of the bill had 
asked Private Secretary Halford to request the 
president to place his signature to the measure 
with a quill pen of the style used in the early days 
of legislation, and this was done. The quill was 
Dinaked from the wings of a large American eagle 
and was at least two feet long. It was sent to the 
president | Robert U. Johnson, of New York, 
secretary of the International Copyright® League. 
The pen was then returned to Mr. Johnson with 
the president’s compliments. 


WILL INVESTIGATE IT. 


A Newspaper Writer Undertakes a Perilous 
Journey. 

New YorK, March 4.—Bernard Heiz, a writer on 
a Bohemian paper, has left for Pocahontas, Va., 
to investigate the truth of the charges of the aw- 
ful cruelty practiced on a number of Hungarian 
miners near that place. The men have writtena 
letter to the paper saying: 

“We have Fose sold ike slaves. Is there no 
help? Oh, if wecould flee from here and save 
others froma similar fate. Weare helpless here 
as we are guarded like prisoners. Our bodies are 
covered with vermin. The food is always the 
same—bitter black coffee and bacon three times a 
day. OurJaboris in vain, hard as it is we are 
hungry and our nights are sleepless beeause of 
cold and dirt. 

“Two men tried to escape on January 18th. One 
wasa Russian Jew and the other a Pole, They 
were caughtand whipped until they begged on 
their knees for mercy. At night they were 
chainea together 80 they could not escape.” 

Heiz takes a couple of revoivers and a letter 
from the federal authorities asa voucher for his 


personal safety in his perilous trip.

ONE BILLION OR MORE. 


THE RECKLESS EXTRAVAGANCE OF 
THE TOM REED CONGRESS 


AS THE FIGURES SHOW IT UP. 


It Has Indeed Been the Most Remarkable 
in the History of the Country—Some 
Interesting Comparisons. 


WAsHINGTON, March 4.—At noon today the 
fifty-first congress came to an end by constitu- » 
tional limitation. From first to last, the ses- 
sions were interesting and eventful, and for 
no long period were they ever characterized 
by that dullness which occasionally, for days, 
marks the proceedings of nearly every COn- 
gress,;and especially of those congresses in 
which the first session is unusually prolonged. 

The actual working time of the fifty-first 
congress exceeded that of any of its pre- 
decessors, and the nominal working time of 
all except the fiftieth congress, and in the 
number of measures brought to its attention, 
and the number, variety and importance of 
those acted on, it likewise surpassed all pre- 
vious congresses. 

Three measures, any of which in intrinsic 
importance and popular interest would be 
sufficient for a national issue to stand forth 
pre-eminent among al! others. 

First, the McKinley tariff bill, which be- 
came a law; second, the silver bill, on which, 
in the first session, a compromise was effected, 
based on a monthly purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver, which in turn was followed by & 
more radical measure that failed of passage; 
and third, the federal elections Dill which, 
after a protracted, bitter, hotly-fought and in- 
tensely exciting preliminary struggle, failed in 
the senate to reach a decisive vote on 1% 
merits. 

Radical innovations in the rules of the house 
added interest to its proceedings, and the de- 
termined but fruitless efforts to adopt the 
most vital of these innovations, formed a part 
of the history of the latter part of the sessions 
of the senate. 

Even in its mortuary record congress Was 
remarkable,the call of death having sum- 
moned no fewer than twelve of its represen- 
tatives and three of its senators. 

Many of the bills enacted into laws appro- 
priated an unusually large amount 
of money, and the expenditures 
authorized will exceed those of 
‘‘peace”’ congress since the foundation of the 
government. The total appropriations made 
by the fiftieth congress were: During the 
first session, $395,337,516, and during the 
second session, $422,626,343, or an aggregate of 
$817,965,859; while the appropriations for the 
first session of the fifty-first congress were . 
$460,627,697, and those of the second session 
will probably bring the total appropriations 
for this congress to $1,000,000,000. 

A comparison of the work of the congress 
just closed with that of its immediate prede- 
cessor, makes the following exhibit: 

Bills introduced in the house in the fifty- 
first congress were 14,033, against in fiftieth 
congress 12,654, an increase of 1,379; joint res- 
olutions 279, an increase of 10; senate bills, 
5,129, against 4,000, or an increase of 1,129; 
joint resolutions 169, an increase of 24. 

Bills passed by the house, 1,745, of which 
1,513 became laws; and by the senate, 1,305 
bills, of which 673 became laws, making the 
total number of laws during the fifty-first con- 
gress 2,186, as against 1,824 in the fiftieth con- 
gress, an increase of 362. Senate also post- 
poned, indefinitely, 616 senate and 18 house 
bills, this being equivalent to defeat. 

During the fiftieth congress 161 bills were 
vetoed. During the fifty-first congress 14, the 
most important of which were the act establish- 
ing the record and pension office of the war de- 
partment and the acts providing for public 
buildings at Bar Harbor, Me.;. Dallas, Tex. ; 
Hudson, Ky.; and Tuscaloosa, Ala. 

Out of eighteen contested election cases, the 
house seated eight of the republican con- 
testants and declared the seat of one democrat, 
Breckinridge, of Arkansas, vacant. Two 
cases, Goodrich vs. Bullock, from Florida, and 
McGinnis vs. Alderson, from West Virginia, 
in which the committee recommended the 
seating of the republican contestants, were not 
disposed of by the house; and the election 
committee itself never acted on the Eaton vs. 
Phelan, Tenn., case. 

The senate disposed of its sole contested 
election case by seating two republican sena- 
tors from Montana, 

As a result of the work of congress, a great 
number of measures which have for years oc- 
cupied more or less of the attention of the leg- 
islative branch of the governement will be 
transferred to the executive and judicial de- 
partment of the government, there, perhaps, 
to become equally familiar acquaintances. 
Among the “old stagers’’ which are now 
laws are the copy-right bill, the private land 
court bill (to settle disputes arising over 
Mexican grants in western states and teritories), 
the postal subsidy bill, the Indian depredation 
claims bill, the timber and pre-emption law 
repeal bill (making a general revision of. the 
land laws), the customs administrative bill, 
the general land forfeiture bill, the bill to re- 
lieve the supreme court by the establishment 
of intermediate circuit courts of appeal, the 
United States judges’ salaries bill and the 
direct tax refund bill. 

The Blair educational bill, the bill for the 
appointment of an alcoholic liquor commission 
and the ‘‘eight hours”’ claims bills are measures 
which were defeated on test votes. 

Among those which, after passing one house, 
failed of action in the other, and will doubtless 
be wrestled with by succeeding congresses, are 
the bankruptcy bili, the Conger lard bill and 
the army reorganization bill, The 
Paddock pure food bill, the Nicaragua 
canal bill, the Pacific railroad funding bill, 
and the finterstate commerce bill (to permit 
limited pooling of earnings by railroad com- 
panies). Among measures on which 
neither house acted (except in some 
cases by committees) were the subtreasury 
and farm mortgage bills, the service pension 
bill, the Canadian reciprocity resolution, the 
bill to encourage the construction of an inter- 
continental railway, the postal savings bank 
and postal telegraph bills, the Butler bill to 
aid negroes to emigrate to Africa, the 
woman suffrage and prohibition constitu- 
tional amendments, the income tax bill and 
various other radical financial and political 
measures.

SAVANNAH, FLORIDA AND WESTEEN. 


Railroad News. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 4.—[Special.]—The 
annual meeting of the shareholders of the 5a- 
vannah, Florida and Western railway was 
held today. The gross earnings of the com- 
pany show an increase of 2 8-10 per cent, and 
the surplus earnings an increase of 7 7-10 per 
cent. The tonnage shows an increase of 7 5-10 
per cent in weight, and the passenger state- 
ment an increase of 11 8-10 percent. Lumber 
Shipments show an increase of 85,000,000 
feet, and the naval stores receipts at 
Savannah show an increase of 100,716 barrels. 

The following directors were elected: H. 
B. Plant, M. J. O’Brien, H. 8. Haines, B. F. 
Newcomer, M. K. Jesup, and J. H. Estell. 
The stockholders’ meeting was adjourned until 
A pril 2d. 

Ata meeting of directors Mr. H. B. Plant 
was elected president, and Colonel H. 5. 
Haines vice president. Captain R. G. Flem- 
ing was elected superintendent. Heretofore 
the superintendent has been an appointive 
officer. The oftice of general manager hereto- 
fore held by the vice president, Colonel H.S 
Haines, was abolished, and hereafter the ‘su- 
perintendent will be the executive officer of 
the board of directors, and will be clothed with 
powers similar to those exercised by general 
managers and superintendents of other rail- 


road systems. 
A New Road. 

Surveys are being made fora railroad from 
Pemberton, Fla., to a point on the Gainesville 
division of the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern railway, and the work of construction will 
begin soon. The road will be about eighty 
miles in length and will shorten the distance 
from Savannah to Tampa, compared with the 

resent route, about sixty miles. The object 
in building the new line is to avoid the long 
detour by wav of Jacksonville, and to reduce 
the time of the fast mail between New York 
and Havana, and the road will havea very 
important and favorable bearing upon the 
trade between Florida and Savannah.

SUICIDE OF TWO HEBREW STU-

AT A JEWISH COLLEGE IN CINCINNATI,

CincinnaTI, March 4.—The suicide of young 
students of the Hebrew Union College oc- 
curred at 1 o’clock this morning at Fourteenth 
and Race streets, The young men were Isi- 
dore Frauenthal and Ernest Sallinger. They 
boarded in the house of Max Scholtenfeldt and 
occupied adjoining rooms. About 1 o'clock 
Scholtenfeldt heard a heavy fail in their room, 
and soon after another. Being unable to open 
the door, he got a police officer and broke in. 
They found Frauenthal had shot himself in 
the head. Sallinger took the pistol and fireda 
ball into his chest. He was alive when found, 
but died in a few minutes.

A Young Jewish Minister Tries to Horse- 
whip a Prominent Merchant—Some 
Lively Times in Hamburg.

It Is in Washington County, and Is Said to 7 


Extend for Miles Under the Earth. 
Some of Its Curiosities. 


SANDERSVILLE, Ga., March 4.—[(Specia].]— 
Near the outskirts of Sandersville there is a 
cave of which some wonderful tales are told. 
This is a limestone region, and the cave runs 
through a formation of that character. It is 
thought toextenda numberof miles, though 
no one has fully explored it. 

Some time ago a party of several young 
men ventured aconsiderable distance in the 
cave. They were equipped with lanterns and 
pickaxes, but the darkness was so great, and 
the way so uncertain, that they feared to ven- 
ture far. In one of the chambers of the cave 
they discovered thousands of | pea 
stalactites, and what is termed “limestone 
biscuits.”” They are about the size of an 
ordinary bisquit, and on the surface of every 
one can be seen the outlines of a starfish. The 
bisquits appear to have been made by hand, 
all being about the same size, though itis 
possible that they are of the formation of 
nature. 

The party discovered shark’s teeth, shells 
and fish bones in great abundance. These 
were in a petrified state and were large speci- 
mens. It is supposed that they cover the floor 
of the cave for miles, making it evident that 
this portion of the continent was once under 
the deep blue sea, as archwologists claim. 

There is also another cave about three miles 
southwest of Sandersville, which has never 
been explored. :

The democratic 
party, which is largely composed of alliance- 
men, is disposed to concede to them any- 
thing consistent with democracy and good 
government. It is the party which will enact 
the free coinage bill,which is one of their 
leading demands, the granting of which will 
go far toward giving the relief they seek. 
The wisest of their leaders prefer to work 
through the old parties before trying to 
create a new one, believing that they will 
accomplish reform quicker in that way. 
Parties to be enduring, must be based upon 
permanent issues, It is too much labor to 
create a party to carry specific measures. 
The quicker and easier way isto take ‘the 
organizations in sight and bring to bear 
all the available pressure upon them. The 
reversal of England’s financial policy, in the 
time of Sir Robert Peel, was accomplished 
by an old party, which the agitators had 
brought up to the point by much pressure; 
and the abolition of slavery in this country 
was effected by an old party worked upon by 
the abolitionists. That issue being dead, 
the old hereditary party of centralization 
remains in opposition to the democratic 
party, which labors to preserve the due bal- 
ance of powers. New issues come and go 
and are settled by the old parties, whose 
permanency is dué to the perpetual strife 
between centrifugal and centripetal forces. 
The old parties are here to stay, whether 
under the present names or others, for the 
saine two opposing forces inhere in the ccn- 
stitution. In considering reforms, there- 
fore, the Farmers’ Alliance does well to use 
the means that are already created. 


The Case of Anna Dickinson. 

There are conflicting stories of the malady 
from which Anna Dickinson, the noted 
lecturer, is said to be suffering, but all point 
to one mournful conclusion—insanity. 

The news that so bright an intellect has 
become clouded will be received with general 
sorrow, for the Anna Dickinson of the past 
was one of the foremost women in the 
United States—a woman of great talent, 
which almost amounted to genius; of a 
bright and vigorous intellect and mighty 
energy. 

It cannot be doubted that she is insane. 
She recently addressed a telegram to Jay 
Gould- demanding $1,000,000; another to 
Governor Pattison, of Pennsylvania, de- 
manding universal suffrage, besides fifty 
telegrams to theatrical managers asking for 
engagements, and at one time she became so 
violent that she had to be locked up and 
placed under guard. 

Anna Dickinson has had a remarkable 
career. She enlisted all her energies in the 
cause of universal suffrage, and worked for 
it untiringly. She was a many-sided char- 
acter, an eloquent champion of any cause, 
though led aside by many delusions. It will 
be remembered that in the last national cam- 
paign Quay made a contract with her to pay 
her $5,000 for a number of speeches in favor 
of Harrison. She took the stump, made 
brilliant addresses, but never received the 
money, being forced to enter suit against 
Quay, which suit is now pending in the 
courts. 

Coupled with this disappointment was the 
failure of certain dramatic experiments upon 
which she had staked her money and her 
hopes. These troubles preying upon her 
mind have wrecked it, and practically closed 
her brilliant career, 

It isa melancholy story that will appeal 
to the sympathies of her friends and the 
public generally. It is said that she has 
been in need for some time past. The 
women of the country who approved of her 
and shared her hopes politically, will doubt- 
less come to her rescue now. And is it not 
in order for Mr. Quay, as the representative 
of a party of broken promises, to make such 
reparation as may be possible now to the 
woman who worked, without recompense, to 
place that party in power? 


Money and the Law. 

The arrest of ex-Treasurer Woodruff, of 
Arkansas, and the prosecution in the courts 
which will follow, are significant. This ex- 
treasurer, during his term of office, used 
the public funds for his own benefit, until 
the shortage in his accounts was discovered. 
He then came forward and made the deficit 
good, in the hope that no proceedings would 
be taken against him. 

But he was mistaken, and the matter does 
not end there. The prosecuting attorney 
holds that the ex-treasurer’is guilty before 
the law; that he had no right to divert the 
people’s money from its proper channels, 
and he muét be held to strict account in the 
courts of the state. ° 

This is as it should be, and the prosecu- 
tion of Major Woodruff will be a wholesome 
lesson to state officials in future. The set- 
tlement of the deficit does not atone for the 
offense, and it would be establishing a bad 
precedent which would work injury to the 
people to allow it todoso. The laws of the 
state have been violated and the offender 
cannot set them aside at will. 

If the violated laws of a state, in a case

R. W. SMILEY and B. M. Gopelrivitch, special 
agents of the census bureau, for the purpose of 
inspecting the oyster and fishing industries of 
Louisiana, have just completed a tour of the 
bayou district of Louisiana, having traveled over 
1,000 miles, mainly in pirogues, through the net- 
work of bayous, lakes and bays in southern Louis- 
jana. The investigation was avery difficult one, 
as the fishermen in that region are of the most 
mixed race and language in the union, consisting 
of Tagals, Malays (from the Philippine Islands), 
Chinese, Indians, negroes, Creoles, Italians and so 
op,and are very suspicious and unwilling to 
answer questions. Among the subjects 
investigated by the census agents 
was that of alligator hunting, formerly 
an industry of ne little importance 
in Louisiana, giving employment to several 
hundred nen and furnishing a large amount of 
leather, quite popular in the manufacture of 
shoes, trunks, bags, and so forth. This industry, 
which reached its height about twelve or fifteen 
years agyu, is reported by Mr. Smiley to be now 
nearly dead, contined to a very few bayous and 
lakes, the saurian population of the state having 
been destroyed by the hunters. The alligators 
now killed are much smaller than formerly, There 
are stories of saurians of the past forty feet in 
length, but they are probably apocryphal, and 
from twelve to sixteen feet will represent the 
largest of late years. They have now dwindled 
down to barely half this size, and are so scarce 
that one can travel an entire day through the 
swamps without seeing one, and a great majority 


of the people in southern Louisiana have never } 


encountered a wild one. There are very few 
breeding alligators left, and the saurian will prob- 
ably be extinct in the state in the next ten years, 
except a few taine ones kept in the parks. 


CANADIAN POLITICS, according to a letter from 
a young American writing from Nova Scotia, must 
be lively indeed. He writes: “At present I am 
taking stock in Canadian politics, and if there is 
any politics under the sun that is rotten I have 
found ithere.

Another state treasurer is in trouble. Five 
hundred and eighty-nine thousand one hundred 
ana fifty dollars in securities owned by the state 
of Delaware have been lost, and no one knows 
how or when they disappeared. State Treasurer 
Wilbur H. Burnite expected to receive them from 
ex-State Treasurer William Herbert, but Mr. 
Herbert and his son, Frank E. Herbert, who was 
bis father’s assistant and bookkeeper, declares 
that the securities in question were never in their 
possession, and the latter says he presumes that 
they are in the hands of the Farmers’ bank at 
Dover. It is a question what state treasurer last 
had possession of the securities. They were 
not, Mr. Herbert thinks, in the possession of 
Treasurer Houston, whom he succeeded. 

The securities are not negotiable. The legis- 
lature has appointed a committee to investigate 
the unsettled condition in which the state treas- 
ury has been le{t by ex-Treasurer Herbert, and 
upon a preliminary report from that committee, 
the legislature has directed the Secretary of state 
toenter judgment upon Mr. Herbert’s official 
bonds, The lost certificates have figured among 
the assets of the state for years past, and were 
supposed to be contained in a box kept on deposit 
in the Farmers’ bank at Dover. This box was re- 
moved from the bank by Mr. Herbert during his 
incumbency, and when examined by his successor, 
Treasurer Burnite, was found to be empty. So far 
as can be learned the coutents of the box were 
la:t inspected by Governor Reynolds when he be- 
came state treasurer twelve years ago. The secur- 
ities were there then. 

There is a senatorial crisis in Maryland. The 
question is not w:ioin will Governor Jackson ap- 
point United States senatorin place of Senator 
Wilson, deceased, but has the governor the legal 
power to appoint his succe-sor? Ex-speaker 
George M. Upshur, of the house of delegates, 
Says: 

“It isthe opinion of eminent legal gentlemen 
that the governor has no power to make the ap- 
pointment after the 4th of March. The second 
term for which Senator Wilson was elected would 
not begin until March 4, 1891,aud he has never been 
sworn inasa member of the senate for that term,al- 
though his credentials may be in the possession 
of the proper officer of that body. Not having 
taken the oath he cannot be regarded as a member 
after March 4th, and woultl have had no right to 
the salary of the officé. The constitution dues not 
recognize the right of the governor to appoint 
under these circumstances; and I think a case 
sustaining this view has been heretofore decided 
by the United States senate. The legislature and 
not the governor has the right to say who shall 
succeed. It is not a vacancy provided for in the 
constitution for executive appointment. It may 
be urged that, taking this view, Maryland would 
be without its full representation. To this it may 
be said that the legislature is never defunct, and 
there is no impediment to the governor calling an 
extra session for the purpose of electing a 
senator.” 


The khedive’s diamonds are again the subject 
of newspaper talk. Mrs. Thomas, daughter of 
the late General Sherman, contirms the report 
that the diamonds sent by the khedive of Egypt 
as a present to Miss Sherman when she was mar- 
ried to Lieutenant Fitch, in 1875, are to be sold. 
Mrs. Fitch said that the death of her father had 
nullified a promise made directly upon the receipt 
of the jewels that they were never to be transferred 
from the keeping of the family while General 
Sherman lived. The diamonds, although given 
absolutely to Mrs. Fitch, were divided, soon 
after their receipt, into four equal shares 
and given to Mrs. Fitch, Mrs. Lieutenant 
Thackara, Father Thomas Sherman and P. T. 
Sherman, the four children of General Sher- 
man. The whole collection was valued at about 
$135,000. Although appreciating the honor of the 
gift, Mrs. Fitch said the collection would proba- 
bly soon pass out of the keeping of the Sherman 
family, She herself, a few weeks ago, authorized 
a relative in New York city to place upon the 
market her share of the diamonds. Mrs. Thack- 
ara will also sell, but no intimation of the inten- 
tion of the two male members of’ the family has 
been given. Mrs. Fitch said her reasons for dis- 
posing of the diamonds were in no way influenced 
by her husband’s business misfortunes, but that 
she was controlled entirely by circumstances of 
no interest to the public.

Churches and the Paving Tax- 

Epiror ConstiruTion: As our supreme court 
has decided the case both ways it will not be pre- 
sumptuous for ordinary people to be on either 
side of the question, and at jeast one member of 
the bar believes that the first decision of the su- 
preme court was right and the last wrong. 

Churches are built by voluntary contributions ; 

the members and friends give their aid in buying 
the lot and ereeting the church building as they 
would toa charitable institution, notexpecting any 
pecuniary profit therefrom. It happens that a street 
passes the church, and in the course of years the 
city enlarges and the street becomes a grea thor- 
oughfare, and crowds of people are pastim s there 
most of the time, and the city governmeut re- 
solves to have it paved with “or paving: and, in 
accordance With the decision last rendered, the 
small number who chance to be members there 
must foot the bill, or let the church with the lot 
sell to pay the tax—the church is abolished and 
ab indoned and business houses or residences take 
its place. 
This result is what the makers of the constitu- 
tion were endeavoring to prevent. They went 
upon the principle that churches were a public 
benefit and nveded protection, but the su- 
preme court has overridden and set 
aside their purpose and destroyed the church: 
Tne makers of the constitution were not expect- 
ing that the courts would exhaust their legal 
ability in hunting up some plausible pretext to 
decide that a tax is not a tax, and therevy author- 
ize the levying «nd selling officers to sell out and 
destroy the church and abolish the preaching of 
the gospel and religious worship whenever and 
wherever the city authorities might choose to 
pave a street passing by the church. 

But now, as the whole court has done this, it 
settles the law until new legislation is had on the 
subject. Andit may be that it will be necessary to 
make an amendment of the constitution before 
the evil effects of this judgment can be overcome. 
And it would be well for the members of our 
legislature to thoroughly investigate this matter 
from now till they hoid their adjourned term, that 
they may be prepared to legislate wisely and suc- 
cessfully on the subject. M.

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TAYLOR I8 IN JAIL 


In Fulton County and Has Never Been Away 
Since His Arrest. 

Charles Taylor, the negro who was arrested 
for cutting Miss McClure’s throat, is in Fulton 
county jail. 

All other talk to the contrary. 

He was seen there yesterday by a ConsTITU- 
TION reporter. 

Taylor has been there since Monday, when 
he was removed from the station house. 

He has never been out of his cell there, de- 
spite the rumors of his removal to some other 
jail for safe-keeping. 

This is not speculation or groundless talk, 
but the facts as they are given to the public 
by the officials in charge. 

While there was a little uneasiness just after 
Taylor’s arrest, Sheriff Morrow and his depu- 
ties have all along had confidence in the jus- 
tice and law-abiding spirit of the people of 
Atlanta. 

Just here itis well to state that there is a 
good deal of doubt as to whether Taylor is the 
negro who committed the bloody attack upon 
Miss McClure. 

This doubt is held by all classes. The 
officers and other citizens more or less inti- 
mately acquainted with the details and cir- 
cumstances of the affair are anything but con- 
tident that Taylor is the man. 

On the other hand, circumstantial evidence 
is strongly against him, and there are many 
who are positive he committed the brutal 
deed. 

Taking these facts into consideration, public 
opinion is now strongly on the side of allowing 
the law to take its course. 

The officials, while they are prepared for 
any emergency, are satisfied now that if ever 
there was any ground for apprehension that 
time is passed. 

No special effort was ever made, the officers 
say, to create the impression that Taylor had 
been taken from the jail. 

They say the report was allowed to be cir- 
culated more asa joke than anything else. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter called 
at the jail, and under pretense of 
seeking an interview with another prisoner, 
had the game in his own hands before the 
jailer got on to the scheme. 

Taylor was seen through the door of his cell, 
which was not closed. 

As.at first upon his arrest, Taylor strongly 
asserts his innocence. Of course he knows 
nothing of the talk on the outside of the jail, 
but he seems to realize that he is charged with 
a crime likely to create great excitemen among 
the citizens, and, since his confinement, he. 
has spent a large portion of the time in pray- 


ing. 

When Sheriff Morrow was questioned about 
Taylor’s presence in the jail yesterday after- 
noon, he said he had never denied it. 

Several gentlemen for whom Taylor did 
work have expressed themselves as believing 
that he is innocent of the villainous crime 
with which he is charged, and they will see 
that he gets every benefit the law allows him 
in establishin his innocence, and have em- 
ployed Colonel! Robert Sibley for his defense.

POLICE YESTERDAY. ; 


Mules With Sore Necks and Sore Shoulders 
Attract the Attention of Citizens, Who 
Report to the S. P. C. A. 


The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals is making it lively for owners of 
bunged-up mules. 

Even thirty cases were made yesterday. 

It was doing business on the wholesale. 

The batch gave Recorder Kontz a good 
afternoon’s work, and the city court wil! have 
to go over the same ground to fix the punish- 
ment if a jury finds punishment is necessary. 

Messrs. R. T. Martin and R. H. Webb, 
owners of the mules, were bound over under 
$100 bonas each. 

For some time past Messrs. Martin and Webb 
have been doing grading out near the East 
Tennessee shops and near the Boulevard. 

They have been working three camps or 
squads of hands and about fifty or sixty teams. 

A day.or two ago citizens in these communi- 
ties went to Mr. B. B. Watkins, agent of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, and notified him that the mules belong- 
ing to these gentlemen were in a most deplora- 


ble condition. 

Mr. Watkins took the matter in hand, 
and at once’ proceeded to make a 
personal investigation. He visited the 
camps on Tuesday, and testified yesterday that 
he had given notice that cases would be made 
if the mules were not discontinued from work. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Watkins went to 
Chief Connolly and asked his co-operation in 
putting a vite, Be the cruelty which he was 
satistied was being perpetrated. 

Sergeant Curtright and Officer John Abbott, 
in company with Mr. Watkins, then went to 
each place where work was going on and pro- 
ceeded to make arrests. 

Fifteen drivers were taken off their wagons 
at the Pryor street camp, and brought to the 
station house where they were locked up, 
while the other arrests were being made. 

Seven drivers were arrested atone of the 
Boulevard camps and five at another. All the 
drivers were negroes but one. 

The officers examined all the teams, and 
made cases against the drivers of only those 
which they were satisfied would come under 
the head of cruelty to animals. 

Those teams which were deprived of their 
drivers were left on the works in charge of the 
few that were passed by the officers. 

Shortly after the drivers were landed in the 
station house, Messrs. R. T. Martin, T. W. 
Martin and R. H. Webb came to the station 
house to have then released. 

They claimed to be the joint owners of the 
mules. 

Upon this Sergeant Curtright entered cases 
against them, and, to avoid serious incon- 
venience by stopping work on account of the 
twenty-seven drivers being locked up,the case 
was set for tria! at 3:30 o’clock. 

Mr. R. J. Jordan represented Messrs. Mar- 
tin & Webb and Mr. A. A. Murphy appeared 
for the society. a 

Sergeant Curtright and Mr. Watkins both 
testified that the mules, the drivers of which 
they had arrested, were in a terrible fix. 

They said they were suffering from enorm- 
ous sores where the collars and harness had 
rubbed. 

The defense was that these sores 
caused by the protracted wet weather. 

Judge Kontz put R. T. Martin and R, H. 
Webb under $100 bonds each to answer to the 
city court and dismissed the case against the 
twenty-seveu drivers. T. W. Martin was also 
dismissed.

9 PENITENTIARY AUTHOBITIES 


HAVE DECIDED 


That Female Convicts Must Be Separated 
from the Males, and Suggest that All 
Be Located in One Camp. 


An important change has been decided upon 
by the penitentiary authorities. 

Its effect will be that the female convicts all 
over the:state will be separated from the males 
and camped together in one place. 

This plan has been inaugurated already by 
voluntary motion of some of the lessees. In 
other places the male and female convicts 
work at the same camp. Sometime ago an 
effort was made, of a private nature, to unite 
all the lessees in this movement. The state 
had nothing to do with this but to sanction it 
in a passive way, and the effort was not suc- 
cessful. 

The new penitentiary authorities took hold 
sof this matter soon after coming into office. 
‘They assumed the position that they could de- 
mand and enforce the separation of the male 
and female prisoners. They could not require 
-of the lessees that the female prisoners should 
be located all in one place, but they strongly 
urged that this be done. 

The female convicts will then be worked by 
a stock company of the lessees. 

In answer to the lettersent out by the princi- 
pal keeper, answers have come in from all the 
lessees, readily agreeing to the plan suggested 
to them. 

‘‘We rather feared there would be opposi- 
tion from some of the lessees,’’ said Colonel 
Wright, the assistant principal keeper, yester- 
day, ‘“‘but had decided to enforce the separa- 
tion of the males and females. The lessees 
not only agree to this, but voluntarily second 
the suggestion to go into a stock company and 
work the female convicts all in one camp. 
There has been no opposition, but a promise 
of hearty co-operation on the part of all the 
lessees,’’ 

About the Negro College. 

The governor has never answered the letter 
from Secretary Noble with reference to the 
apportionment of the fund fora negro college. 

It is. not probable that he will dosoin the 
near future. 

It was remarked yesterday y a gentleman 
in position to know whereof hespoke, that 
‘*the Georgia basis of apportionment would be 
adhered to, and the matter would finally be 
settled without any controversy.’’ 

‘*How,’’ he was asked, “‘if the commissioner 
and secretary. insist on their plan!’ 

“By waiting.” 

‘‘How long?”’ : 

‘‘Until there is a democratic secretary and a 
democratic commissioner; or at least until 
there is achange for the betterin that direc- 
tion—people that will be content to manage 
their own affairs and let us manage ours.”’ 

‘‘Has it been decided to adopt that policy ?”’ 

“That matter, it will be remembered, is en- 
tirely with the governor. I understand that 
he has finally decided upon this course—to say 
nothing abont it, let the negro college wait, 
and finally build it in our own way. Of course 
that holds up the money for the white agri- 
cultural college as well, but that can’t be 
helped.” 

‘‘In the meanwhile—”’ 

‘“‘Saw wood and say nothing. The money 
will be as good two years or twenty years from 
now asit is today, and wecan have our way 
by waiting.”’

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

NEW YORK, March 4.—The final adjournment of 
congress brought with it no change in the stock mar- 
ket, and, instead of the broadening and widening ex- 

ected, there was rathera return to the narrowness 
and stagnation of the past week, even the few stocks 
which have given tone to the dealings for the last 
three days retiring into oblivion with the general list. 
Today only Northera Pacific preferred, Burlington and 
sugar furnished life to tpading, though there was 
more prominence given to Louisville and Nashville in 
the late transactions.

The upward 
movement, however, was short-lived, and slow and 
steady drooping markedthe dealings throughout the 
remainder of the day, which became more pronounced 
during the afternoon. Grangers led off, followed by 
others, and inthe afternoon, when the bears found 
that #here was going to be no effort to advance prices, 
notwithstanding the shouts which the announcement 
of the final adjournment of congress evoked, there was 
a concerted attack upon the list all along the line, 
though Cleveland, Chicago, Cincinnati and St, Louis, 
Rock Island, Pacific Mail, Northern Pacific, coalers 
and Lake Shore were the most prominent. Traders 
are thoroughly imbued with the idea that prices are 
felt to be too high, and that there will be no effort to 
support them until a material decline has induced new 
buying for long account.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, March 4—More than the usual amount of 
excitement prevailed in all the speculative markets to- 
day. May wheat, which had started at 97',c, and 
which had ranged at 97:4(,97'sc all the morning, got up 
to 97%c about noon. This was the price at which many 
of the calls sold last night. It had sold so near this 
price before that holders of these privileges had sold 
against them. As soon as the market overcame this 
barrier it went upward with a rush. By 12:30 o’clock 
May was up to $1.00, but it broke back to 99\c in short 
order. May hoiders of grain had plenty to sell at top 
prices, and by this time most of the shorts were in out 
of the dampness. 

Corn acted suspiciously strong from the start. May 
started at 56'.c, sold for the moment at 56%«c, then 
crept up to 56%c. Atiter reacting to 56‘¢c it again 
started upward, and after it had once passed 57c the 
shorts were stampeded, andit went up to 58¢c in 
very short order. ‘ 

Oats were simply a repetition of corn. There was a 
goon general démand followed by astampede of shorts. 

ay started at 48%,c and ultimately reached 50c. 

The provision market was apparently willing to set- 
tle back a little if let alone, but it could not under the 
surrounding influence of the grain pits. May started 
about 2'¢c lower than yesterday’s c — figures, and 
advices from the yards of 5,000 more ogs than had 
been iooked for was the cause of the deciine, Later 
there was an amended report making hog receipts 
about 8,000 more than at first advised, and this caused 
continued depression. Speculators from the grain pits 
filed in among the provision brokers when the former 
articles began to soar, and the prices of hog products 
were lifted bodily almost in spite of themselves. Shorts 
were chief buyers. Pork declined from $9.85 at the 
start to $9.80 and advanced to §10.05.

The result of the day is simply the realization of the 
effect of all the bull news we Save been receiving from 
abroad of late, and the announcement by Bradstreet 
that our millers have ground up 1,500,000 bushels more 
wheat during the past week than the farmers have de- 
livered, and that the farmers are hanging on to their 
corn and oats for higher prices, no matter how urgent 
the demand from the shorts. 

We repeat our warning that corn and oats are get-

strength in grain rather shamed the provision dealers 
in their lethargy, and the grunters rolled over and 
started up hill at a slow pace, and we trust that they 
will continue in their good way, much to the relief of 
the holders who are carrying such large stocks.
